Black, subopalescent. Head flattened, feebly excavated, twice as broad as 
long, slightly narrowed toward the posterior margin; frontal corner obliquely 
truncated, somewhat pointed at the front of eye. Clypeus oblong, transeverse, 
and strongly excavated. Mandible shorter than the head and thorax taken to- 
gether, but longer than each of them; very gently excurved at the three fourths 
part, and hen suddenly broken almost circularly; a large strong tooth projected 
at the two thirds part; slightly toothed above at the apical part. Mentum at 
the base the widest, which is thrice as broad as long, gradually narrowing 
anteriorly, and rounded at the anterior corner, the whole surface coarsely and 
transversely reticulated. The 8th, oth and roth joints of antennae forming the 
club, the 8th and 9th at the upper halves, and the roth entirely, spongy. Thorax 
broader than the head, well margined, the widest at the anterior part and the 
narrowest at the base, with an acute denticulation at the middle of each lateral 
side; anterior margin sinuated, the posterior almost straight, at the disk opaque, 
convex and very even; the whole surface minutely and densely granulated; scutel- 
lum nearly cordate, broader tban long, obtuse behind, with a few strong punc- 
tures. Elytra parallel at the side, with the apex rounded. Anterior tibiae 
distinctly punctured, nearly in a longitudinal row, at the apex elongated beyond 
the insertion of the tarsus to the apex of 2nd joint, the elongated part turned 
outwardly and bifurcated, the outer edge being armed with some small teeth. 

Four posterior tibiae coarsely punctated, much enlarged at the apices which 
are terminated with three strong teeth; each tibia armed with a small sharp 
tooth at the outside near the middle. Tarsi somewhat short, the basal four 
joints furnished beneath at the extreme edges with each two pencils of fine ful- 
vous bristles.
